POLICE have launched a murder 
investigation into the death of a man 
who died from gunshot wounds. 

David John O’Leary was fatally injured at an 
address in Valley Road, Lydden, near Margate, 
at about 2.45am on Saturday 

Police officers received reports that a man had 
been shot, but the 31-year-old was already dead 
when they arrived at the scene. 

The possibility that someone was lying in wait 
for Mr O’Leary when he returned after a night 
out has not been discounted by police. 

Inquiries 

Officers carried out extensive inquiries, 
including house-to-house calls, and they want 
to speak with anyone who may have inform¬ 
ation. It is not believed that there is any risk to 
the public. 

Flowers and tributes to Mr O’Leary were laid 
at the scene just hours after the incident. 

One read: “You will always be in our thoughts, 
we will miss you very much, lots of love Onzlo, 
Naomi and boys xxxx”. 

Others said: “Dave you will always be remem¬ 
bered and sadly missed. Love Jo and George xxxx” 
and “Gone but never forgotten - Dave you will 
always be sadly missed mate. Till we meet again. 
Rest in peace, Ben and Tasha xxx”. 

Yesterday, a forensic team wearing white suits 
continued its investigations at the property, 
which is called Lydden Lodge. 

Police officers guarded the front and back of 
the house, while a field at the top of the road was 
also cordoned off as the hunt for clues continued.

A CRANE has crashed 
through the roof of a build¬ 
ing in Kingsgate.

The Health and Safety Executive 
has dealt with the situation, but 
paramedics, police and about 20 fire¬ 
fighters were initially called to the 
scene. 

No one was injured, but the crane 
driver was said to be extremely 
shocked. 

Cllr Bob Bayford witnessed the 
aftermath on his way to work: “It 
looks as though the crane has picked 
up a portakabin and as it’s swung it 
around over the roof of one of the new 
buildings it’s become unstable. 

Demolished 

“The cabin crashed to the ground 
and the arm of the crane has demol¬ 
ished the top part of the house. 
Luckily no one was inside when it 
happened.” 

He added: “It’s a hefty old bit of 
equipment and it looks as though

another crane will have to be used to 
get the thing out. 

“It was an incredibly surprising 
thing on your way to work on a grey 
Friday morning in Kingsgate to see a 
huge crane across the road like that.” 

Builders were about two weeks 
from completing on a number of 
properties there.

But head says 
the tables are 
a 'no-brainer'

THE Marlowe Academy in Rams¬ 
gate has finished bottom of the 
county in the latest school league 
tables. 

The Government gradings are based on 
results from 14-year-olds. They show the 
school at the bottom of the county pile in the 
key stage three tests taken by pupils in 
English, maths and science. 

From 102 secondary schools in Kent, The 
Marlowe managed an average points score of 
just 25.4, almost two points behind Minster 
College in Sheppey, the next lowest, with 27.3 
points. 

Clarendon House Grammar, also in Rams¬ 
gate, was Thanet’s best-performing school, 
with 42.9 points, placing it among the best in 
the county. 

The principal of The Marlowe Academy, Ian 


Johnston, defended his school’s performance. 

He said: “We have been told that we are per¬ 
forming above the level expected for English 
and in both key stage two to key stage four, 
and key stage three to key stage four meas¬ 


ures, showing performance above expecta¬ 
tion.” 

But he added: “I am disappointed by the 
results and I am aware of where we are, but 
the kids got the grades of which they are capa-

ble and as a school the results are improving. 
Results are on the up. 

“Given the ability profile of students at the 
upper end of the school, we were always going 
to struggle to go above other schools. 

“What frustrates me about league tables is 
that they’re a no-brainer. Of course the schools 
who have the top 15 or 20 per cent of the ablil- 
ity range will be at the top!” 

Clarendon House head-teacher Jane 
Bennett, meanwhile, said: “Obviously, being a 
grammar school, we have intelligent young 
people who come here, but we also have dedi¬ 
cated, hard-working staff and hard-working 
pupils who achieve well.” 

In the three subjects tested, Kent was slight¬ 
ly below the national average, with the num¬ 
ber of pupils reaching the Government stan¬ 
dard falling short of target. 

Despite this, Cllr Chris Wells, the county 
council’s cabinet member for education, gave 
an upbeat message. 

He said: “The trend over the last five years or 
so has been one of improved educational 
achievements across the county as a whole 
and across all levels. 

“There are bound to be dips in some years 
because of different cohorts of pupils, but the 
general trend in Kent is one of improvement.” 


Jail for man caught 
with machine gun 
during police raid 


Charged with 
brother's murder 

A MAN has been charged with the 
murder of his brother. 

Louis Lumpkin, 27, of Artillery 
Road, Ramsgate, was remanded in 
custody after he appeared before 
magistrates in Margate on Thurs¬ 
day last week. He is accused of 
killing his brother Gary, 26. 

He will appear at Maidstone 
Crown Court tomorrow. 

Gary was pronounced dead at 
12.44am on Monday last week. 

Police had been called to the 
scene some 30 minutes beforehand. 

A post-mortem examination 
revealed Gary had suffered multi¬ 
ple stab wounds.

A FIVE-YEAR prison sentence has 
been handed to a man found in pos¬ 
session of a machine gun. 

Gavin Charters, of Ramsgate, was 
jailed by Judge Nigel van der Bijl 
after admitting his crime at 
Canterbury Crown Court. 

A semi-automatic MP5 machine 
gun was found at his house during a 
police raid last year. 

Armed police and dog handlers 
raided the house in Trove Court, 
Newcastle Hill, on December 4. 

They seized cannabis with a street 
value of £3,600 in an airing cup¬ 
board, plus cocaine wraps and LSD 
tabs. They also found the gun. 

Charters received a six-month sen¬ 
tence for the possession of controlled 
substances with intent to supply. 

PC Mark Thomby worked on the 
case as part of the East Kent Tactical 
CID team. He said: “This is a good 
sentence and reflects the seriousness 
of the crime. 

“The indication we had been given 
was that this case was heading to 
trial and we were all ready for that,

so we were very pleased when we got 
the guilty pleas and could wrap this 
up.” 

A 17-year-old girl from Newcastle 
Hill in Ramsgate was also arrested 
during the operation. 

She also appeared in court and 
admitted possession of cannabis 
with intent to supply. She received a 
12-month conditional discharge. 

She also admitted possession of 
cocaine and was given four months 
in a young offenders’ institute which 
was later rescinded by the judge.

Youngsters to get the 
freedom of the county 

THE Freedom Bus Pass scheme will be 
rolled out in Thanet next year. 

Children on the isle will be able to buy 
a £50 pass that covers their travel on 
buses for the year. 

From January 2009, 11- to 16-year- 
olds can join the county council initiative 
to use the bus to travel to school and 
around the area. 

It is hoped that the scheme will give 
parents more choice of where to send 
their child for secondary education and 
help reduce congestion on the roads as 
parents swap the lift to school for the 
annual pass. 

KCC is the first authority in the coun¬ 
try to introduce the pass after trials in 
Maidstone and Canterbury districts last 
year were judged to be successful.

Political row centres on 
'hazardous homes' policy

A LABOUR councillor has called for 
a rethink on Thanet council policy 
toward homes of multiple occupa¬ 
tion, saying the authority is treat¬ 
ing its residents with contempt. 

Cllr Michelle Venner has provided 
Yourthanet with figures which say there are 
currently 2,032 homes of multiple occupation 
(HMOs) in the district. 

However, she says the council’s plan to license 
50 of these HMOs by March 2008 - which 
involves bringing them up to a better living stan¬ 
dard through enforcement action - is far too low. 

Cllr Fenner is adamant that the targets are 
simple to achieve and will not help improve the 
situation. 

She said: “Considering the need to improve the 
housing stock, including the HMOs, the targets 
set by the current administration are too low and 
would not really address the urgent situation.” 

She added: “The licence is to protect the local 


community and is agreed on by the tenant, 
landlord and council. It is important.” 

In Thanet there are 12,000 privately owned 
dwellings categorised as non-decent and occu¬ 
pied by vulnerable people. 

The Regional Housing Board strategy is for 
improvements to 70 per cent of these dwellings 
nationwide. 

Of the 2,032 HMOs in Thanet, 220 of them 
will need a licence under the mandatory 
scheme by 2010, but Cllr Fenner, the shadow 
cabinet member for housing, says Thanet coun¬ 
cil has only set out to license 100, a shortfall of 
120 which will affect hundreds of people. 

Homes of multiple occupation contain a high 
number of Category One Hazard homes. 

These are premises that could contain up to 
29 possible hazards which could affect the 
health of its residents. 

If a high enough number of faults are record¬ 
ed at a property, the council has a duty to act. 

Thanet council plans to inspect 40 per cent of 
the HMOs for these risks in 2007-08, 45 per 
cent of them in 2008-09, 50 per cent of them in 
2009-10 and 55 per cent in 2010-11. 

However, those targets still leave a large 


number of Category One homes uninspected 
and a potential danger to those living in them. 

The Tories dispute the accuracy of the figures. 

Cllr Zita Wiltshire, cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing, said: “Accusing the council of treating its 
residents with contempt is absolutely appalling 
and without foundation. 

“It’s a shame the figures being referred to 
here are inaccurate. We put people first and are 
working hard to improve housing conditions, 
but you’ve got to remember Thanet has a large 
number of privately rented properties that are 
non-decent and occupied by vulnerable people.” 

She added: ‘We have a housing improvement 
team I’m proud of, which works flat out to 
respond to a huge number of referrals from 
private tenants, as well as coming up with ways 
of improving the situation. 

“The figure being mentioned of 2,030 HMOs 
is no longer valid as it is based on data from six 
years ago. 

“Since then, this figure has significantly 
reduced. Our housing improvement team has 
already achieved impressive results, with energy 
efficiency improvements in nearly 200 proper¬ 
ties in the private sector over the last two years.” 



BACK TO ITS 


Its had a troubled few months, but a landmark 
Ramsgate building is to be restored and rebuilt. 

Number 1 Granville Marina was partially 
demolished in January after the owner 
started work on the premises. 

In August 2007 the council had ordered 
the restoration of the Grade Il-listed building, 
also known as the former Marina Restaurant, 
to bring the property up to standard. 

However, the owner did not start until 
January, when the council was set to take 
over the renovations, and shortly afterwards 
cracks appeared in the side of the building. 

It was subsequently declared unsafe by 
surveyors and parts of it was knocked down. 

Thanet council's planning committee has 
issued the developers with a repairs notice, 
meaning the site will be restored to as near 
to its original condition as possible. 

The Granville Marina is thought to be the 
world's first private beach resort and the 
restaurant was originally a photo studio built 
by John Thomas Wimperis, a favoured 
architect of the first Duke of Westminster.

Magistrates 
slammed over 

offy licence 


NEWS that magistrates have 
reinstated an off licence’s right to 
sell alcohol has been slated by 
Thanet council Conservatives. 

The licensee at Liquor Locker in Westbrook 
can sell booze again after a court overturned 
a decision to stop staff there selling alcohol in 
July last year. 

The licence was withdrawn in October as 
under-age drinkers had reportedly been buy¬ 
ing alcohol from the shop, and its return has 
sparked anger among local Tories. 

Westgate-on-Sea ward councillor Simon 
Moores was one to voice his dismay. 

He said: “Under-age drinking is a local and 
national plague. As a council, we need to be 
sending out a warning. 

‘We need to demonstrate a hardened and 
determined attitude to those who sell illegal¬ 
ly sell alcohol to minors. The council consid¬ 
ered the evidence and in my view took the 
only decision it could make in withdrawing 
the licence. This decision undermines the 
fight against selling alcohol to minors.” 

Recent data has revealved that hospitals 
nationally treat some 8,000 drunken chil¬ 
dren each year. 

That figure is equivalent to 22 a day and is 
a rise of 40 per cent over the last six years.

Chris Wells, a Tory county councillor in 
Thanet, said: “This situation once again under¬ 
lines the appalling state of this Government’s 
approach to licensing legislation. 

“They posture and breast-beat about 
responsible drinking, about tackling under¬ 
age drinking, about dealing with the chaos 
culture on our streets, yet their own legisla¬ 
tion encourages magistrates to overturn sen¬ 
sible decisions taken to control these issues.” 

He added: “Once again, the magistrates 
have let us down, the Government’s licensing 
framework has let us down, and it is local 
residents and householders who will pay the 
price of this folly. 

“Next time these magistrates have to deal 
with the violence and disorder caused by 
under-age drinking, perhaps they will reflect 
on refusing to act responsibly themselves 
when given the chance to do something real 
to help, and not, like the Government, pontif¬ 
icate while all our lives are diminished.” 

Licence holder Gurdeep Kaur Nijar said: 
We made a mistake and will be much more 
vigilant about who we serve with alcohol in the 
future. I have been in court and now I have 
my licence back so can sell alcohol again.”

Who or what brings you to Thanet? 

A I’ve grown up in Thanet. I spent four years 
away at university (Brunei and Christ 
Church) but knew that Thanet has the poten¬ 
tial to be a great place to work and live, so had 
absolutely no problem in moving back here. 

Q Do you think the Sport 4 NRG programme is a 
worthwhile cause? 

A Absolutely. If I didn’t believe in the value of 
Sport 4 NRG, I wouldn’t do it - nor would I 
put up with all the stick my friends give me for 
working evenings! Some say all we are doing 
is hilling time’ with the young people or 
‘babysitting’ them, which is just not the case - 
we are so much more valuable to them than 
that, without them realising. We give young 
people a safe, fun and enjoyable place to go. 

We provide structure in the lives of Thanet’s 
youngsters, which is something that so many 
of them need but which is often lacking. They 
also learn valuable social skills needed for life 
(how to interact with peers, how to interact 
with appropriate adults) - they learn manners 
and empathy for others, 

They also increase their self-esteem from 
positive experiences and attention from posi¬ 
tive role models. They learn how to compete, 
how to win and lose with dignity. Something 
that most adults still struggle with! 

To me, it’s not a job but a vocation. 

Without being too cheesy, it was something I 
feel I was always meant to do. 


Q Do the youngsters you work with seem to have any 
favourite activities? 

A Football is still a favourite. Some frosty 
nights in December, when I thought I may 
have to cancel because it was so cold and I 
thought no one would turn up, I was still get¬ 
ting 25-30 lads. Ten-pin bowling is a big 
favourite. We run it on a Friday evening when 
everyone is all excited about the weekend, so it 
can get quite loud and lively, but to me that’s 
not misbehaving - that is a sign that everyone 
is having fun. 

During the summer months, we offer golf. It 
is a sport that unless a young person’s dad is 
into it, they don’t really get the chance to play. 
It’s also a sport that is seen by many of the 
young people as ‘posh’. We wanted to break¬ 
down those boundaries, and Stonelees Golf 
Centre has helped us do that brilliantly. 
Another favourite is the ice-skating trips, 
which are always fully booked!

A Keep young people occupied and off the 
streets and involving them in decisions 
that will affect their futures. Empower the 
young people to choose better lives for them¬ 
selves.

Keep cutting youth crime. A recent study 
shows that out of a random sample of 250 
young people referred to SPORT 4 NRG - by 
the police, Youth Offending Service, social 
services, Connexions - only 4.8 per cent have 
been in trouble with the police after attending, 
a reduction of 10 per cent since 2004. 

Show the rest of Thanet that young people 
are there to be valued as individuals, not 
feared as a group. Only a tiny handful of 
Thanet’s young people are out to cause prob¬ 
lems, yet they are all judged as yobs just 
because the media says they are and they 
might be wearing a hood. Young people wear 
the hood for comfort and security because they 
feel isolated from the rest of the community.

Addicted 
to the 



Sports reporter David Pritchard spent Sunday preparing for 
an assault on the London Marathon next month with a 20-mile 
run up and down the hills of Thanet. He explains what drives 
him on and why, for a few hours, he'll be part of sport's elite. 


“MY name is David Pritchard and I am 
a jogger.” They say admitting you have 
a problem is the best way to conquering 
your addiction, so I guess that’s the first 
hurdle cleared. 

I am coming clean because since October I have 
given up several evenings a week, plus most of my 
weekends, to running. It is all in the name of 
preparation for one big day out in April when I will 
join around 45,000 others attempting to complete 
the London Marathon. 

The question is, why do so many otherwise 
apparently sane people commit themselves to six 
months of painful, exhausting training, all so they 
can run for hours on end around the capital? 

Are we all mad? 

The thought did cross my mind more than once 
on Sunday as I plodded my way round the Thanet 
20-mile course with 500 others, most of whom were 
using it as a training race for London. 

Granted it was a nice day to be outside, and the 
fact I had run 20 miles before some people had got 
out of bed did make me feel undeniably smug, but 
there must be better ways to see Ramsgate? 

Nevertheless, as I write with limbs still aching 
from the exertions, I believe I have stumbled on the 
reason we put ourselves through all this agony. 

Some good-hearted souls may do it to raise 
money for worthy causes, but I think for the 
majority - including myself - this is a positive by¬ 
product rather than the main motivation. 

Instead, my theory is we do it to live out our 


sporting fantasies. That may sound a little odd, but 
stay with me, I’m going somewhere with this. 

You see, while most sport-loving people grow up 
with dreams of scoring a cup final winner or 
Olympic gold, sadly for all but a chosen few, 
at some point we have to admit defeat and get back 
to reality. 

However, running the marathon allows us to 
revive those hopes and transforms us into sporting 
stars for the day. 

We get to run on the same course at the same 
time as some of the world’s best athletes, cheered 
on by almost a million spectators, with everything 
beamed live across the world. 

It’s like having a kick-around at Wembley just 
after the FA Cup final, playing a round at St 
Andrews during golf’s Open Championship, or 
driving your old banger around Silverstone during 
the British Grand Prix. 

Sure we are never going to win and the only way 
we are likely to get on TV is if we are dressed as a 
deep sea diver or Marilyn Monroe (at this point I 
would like to make it clear I will be doing neither), 
but that’s not the point. 

In exchange for a few months’ lonely slog around 
the streets we get to live the dream, and when you 
look at it like that we don’t seem so mad after all. 

At least that’s my excuse for not kicking the 
habit and I’m sticking to it.

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Tory health chief backing our 
campaign to wipe out infection

SHADOW Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley has backed KOS 
Media’s campaign to promote hand 
hygiene in hospitals and health¬ 
care centres across Kent. 

The message is simple - WASH YOUR 
HANDS - and help the county’s hard working 
doctors, nurses and other healthcare profes¬ 
sionals in their battle against superbugs. 

The leading Tory came to Kent this week to 
view proposals for the new PFI hospital 
planned for Pembury near Tunbridge Wells. 

Health bosses want it to be 100 per cent sin¬ 
gle rooms, which would tackle infection control 
problems and offer patient dignity. 

He also visited Kent and Sussex Hospital in 
Tunbridge Wells, which saw two killer out¬ 
breaks of the superbug Clostridium difficile. 

Asked whether he would back KOS Media’s 
campaign, he said: ‘Yes absolutely, I think the 
public need to be aware that control of infection 
is something we can all play our part in.” 

He said killer bugs could live in the commu¬ 
nity and not cause problems, but when 
people are vulnerable and in hospital, 
care homes or even GP surgeries, germs 
can spread and patients are more sus¬ 
ceptible to infection. 

“People have to start thinking about 
managing infection as part of our social 
responsibility. We all need to be aware of 
the need to use alcohol gel in hospitals 
and in the case of C diff the need to wash 
your hands with soap and water,” Mr 
Lansley said. 

He added: “These airborne diseases can be 
minimised by people behaving well hygienical- 
ly and making people increasingly aware of the 
need to protect others.” 

Deaths from the superbug C diff rose 72 per 
cent nationally between 2005 and 2006, figures 
from the Office for National Statistics revealed 
on Thursday. 

In the South East there was an increase of 
51 per cent with 292 people dying in 2005,

compared to 576 the following year. 

The ONS found that the majority of 
deaths across the country were among 
elderly people. 

Meanwhile, MRSA took only 34 
more lives in 2006 than the previous 
year in South East - a pattern also 
reflected nationally. 

The Department of Health said the 
increase was because of more complete 
reporting on death certificates and 
said that infection rates had since dropped. 

Infection rates in trusts across Kent have 
improved since 2006. 

NHS South East Coast, the strategic health 
authority for Kent, Surrey and Sussex, said 
figures from the Health Protection Agency at 
the end of last year showed a continuing 
decline of C diff infections since 2006. 

It expects to wipe out cases of hospital 
acquired MRSA by 2011.

Simon Moores, Tory councillor and author of the popular but beseiged Thanet Life weblog, shares some views 



A clearer view of the council 
and how it struggles to work 


A YEAR ago, I shared a very differ¬ 
ent view of Thanet. The local elec¬ 
tions were three months away and, 
like many readers, I had a jaundiced 
regard for the way in which our own 
council appeared to work, fund and 
deliver its many different services. 

Since being elected, however, my views have 
changed and I’ve discovered how few people 
know where the council’s responsibilities 
begin and end and where these are quite sep¬ 
arate from what we receive from Kent County 
Council and central government. 

Almost a year later, there are times when 
I’m often not quite certain who is responsible 
for what, within the fathomless bureaucracy of 
government, but this is as good as it gets, it’s 
the democracy we have to live and work with. 

Six hundred is apparently the average num¬ 
ber of services provided by local government, 
ranging from waste collection to social housing. 

Invariably, the public sector is the area’s 
largest employer and many people, councillors 


included, can struggle to paddle around the 
tide of regulation that flows from Westminster. 

It’s the councillor’s job to help people find 
their way around these rules and regulations, 
acting as the intermediary between local gov¬ 
ernment officers and the population; trying to 
ensure everything works as it should. 

But if you live in Thanet or anywhere else, 
you may know from your own experience things 
don’t always work in the way you might expect 
them to. In an area which suffers from high lev¬ 
els of deprivation and dependency, there’s a 
strain on the service structure and some well- 
known areas of Thanet place a disproportionate 
demand on the available community resources. 

A month ago, the BBC was out and about, 
attempting to gauge public reaction to the 
news of impending council tax rises. 

What struck me was not a single person bn 
the street’ interviewed by the Beeb understood 
that only a small proportion of our local serv¬ 
ices were actually paid for by local taxes. 

If, like this year, government slashes its 
contribution to our well-being to a below- 
inflation figure of one per cent, then for 
every pound lost in funding, our council tax 


bill has to go up by £1.60 just to stand still. 

Not many people know that here in Thanet 
we collect some £24 million annually in com¬ 
mercial revenue (business rates etc). This goes 
directly to Westminster and not to Thanet. 

So, while we share the same worries over ris¬ 
ing prices and taxes, it may be best to think of 
any council as being like a household with less 
to go around each year. Like any family, it has 
priorities, which can include rubbish collection 
and a corporate plan which focuses on regener¬ 
ation and efforts to expand the local economy. 

If the latter grows, then the result is more 
jobs and more people paying taxes, a propor¬ 
tion of which are spent on paying for and 
improving services and so on. 

But if, like Thanet, a high proportion of the 
population are unemployed, retired or on sick¬ 
ness benefit, then, like any home with the same, 
there’s little money available for all but essentials 
and, unlike Northern Rock, the Government 
isn’t willing to plug the gaps here in Thanet.

Tell us the purpose of the Chamber of Commerce 

The Thanet & East Kent Chamber of Commerce is a non- 
profit-making organisation dedicated to serving the needs of 
its corporate members.

Why did you get involved with it? 

I used to be managing director of a company with around 
100 staff. We exported to 51 countries. I was at pains to 
incorporate best international practice into every facet of 
our operations. As a result, I was occasionally asked to 
talk to businesses on marketing, customer care, credit 
management, business planning and so on. In 2003,1 was 
invited on to the board of Channel Chamber and then, a 
few months ago, was asked to take over the reins at 
Thanet & East Kent Chamber 
Is Thanet a good area in which to do business? 

If it isn't, it soon will be. Thanet is set to grow sharply. The 
London Array has £lbn to spend in the UK and Ramsgate 
is the favoured service port for its wind turbines. By the 
end of this year, Thanet Earth, just outside Birchington, will 
have finished the first phase of construction, leading to the 
eventual production of 15 per cent of the UK's tomatoes, 
cucumbers and peppers. In the first quarter of 2009, we 
are due to see the first Chinese companies moving into 
Manston. It may have taken Michelangelo less time to 
paint the Sistine Chapel than it has taken to approve the 
Turner Contemporary, but final planning permission has 
now been granted. The Ramsgate Sands project is another 
superb development on our doorstep. 


Reality about our 
museums' future 

“Thanet District Council and the 
East Kent Maritime Trust have 
agreed to work together to 
develop a future approach for the 
Trust’s museums on the isle.” 

So says the council’s latest 
press release. Brilliant! 

However, reality is that Thanet 
District Council’s 2008-9 budget, 
which was approved by the 
Tories on Thursday, February 
21, included cuts to grant 
funding which will affect the 
current funding given to EKMT 
on an annual basis. 

Cllr Ezekiel, Tory leader, says: 
“We have not cut all funding and 
a transitional grant will be made 
available to the trust this year 
which should support the 
museums during this time. 

“We are also committed to 
working with the trust to 
develop a plan for longer-term 
sustainability so that they can 
continue to offer museum 
services in the future without the 
need for financial assistance from 
Thanet District Council.” 

Now that our Ramsgate 
campaign has caused the Tories 
to rethink their mindless rush to 
destroy the museum, priority 
must turn to the performance of 
the East Kent Maritime Trust. 

Ramsgate’s historical collection 
is too important to leave to the 
whim of a few Tory old boys 
whose oversight has led to the 
current crisis. 

Note that there was no 
mention of the museum 
retaining the lease on the Clock 
House at Ramsgate Marina. 
When interviewed on Meridian 
TV, Cllr Ezekiel was seen to wave 
vaguely in the direction of Albion 
House and say that the buildings 
were of similar size and so could

house the museum collection! 

Total rubbish, of course, and 
would lose the context provided 
by the link between the royal 
marina and the museum. 

For many years the first priority 
of any museum trust was an 
overriding concern to protect the 


objects in a collection from theft or 
loss, ensuring that they would 
survive for future generations. 

The next considerations 
included putting items on 
display, the conservation of items 
needing attention and 
researching the collection - so 


that knowledge could be shared 
with others outside the museum. 

Nobody would doubt the 
importance of these priorities. 

But now they should be seen in 
a wider framework, testing 
whether a museum is putting its 
collection to best use. 

The collection is a means to an 
end - learning, exploration, 
enjoyment, research among them 
- rather than an end in itself. 

All the uses for a collection are 
important. Digitising objects and 
making them available online, 
publishing material, forming 
exhibitions or special handling 
collections, lending the works to 
other institutions - all are ways 
of sharing and using a collection 
in creative ways. Of course, they 
come with costs. 

Such an approach implies 
taking a more holistic view about 
the present and future of the 
collection in relation to resources. 
Is the museum sustainable from 
an environmental point of view, 
and equally from a social or 
economic perspective? 

It is in this context that the 
structure and membership of the 
trust needs refreshing. This can 
only be done by the trust itself, 
starting immediately with the 
calling of an AGM. 

This is certainly a case of use it 
or lose it. It is a call for making 
the best use of collections over the 
long term and allowing notions of 
public value and public trust to be 
a positive guide to making change.

Having lived in Pegwell for most 
of my life and seen many 
developments spring up over the 
years, I am appalled and sickened 
by the desecration of this beautiful 
village by the proposed gross over¬ 
development in the Downs Road 
and Pegwell Road area. 

Twenty-six properties some three 
storeys high, crammed into a site 
created by the demolition of six 
three- to four-bedroom homes plus 
gardens, with an access road into a 
very narrow Downs Road. 

With miniscule back gardens - no 
front gardens as these are car parks 
- it is yet another sea of concrete 
and unsympathetic housing for this 
rural area. 

For this, some 20-30 mature trees 
will be felled - only three are to 


have preservation orders and not 
one tree is to be replaced. 

A huge loss to the exceptional and 
rare wildlife and destruction of 
residents’ views across a landscape 
which has been important over the 
years for people moving to the area. 

The most disturbing facts of this 
proposed development are the 
methods used by the developers to 
obtain these properties. 

I attended a residents meeting 
and saw a copy of a letter circulated 
to the rest of the properties 
surrounding the proposed 
development, and this letter was 
proved to be misleading. 

A well-respected member of the 
local community wrote and warned 
the developers of the nature of this 
letter. 

So the particular comments quoted 
recently in Yourthanet stating sour 
grapes by the rest of the community 
was arrogant and inappropriate, 
especially as the correspondent 
failed to mention that seven more 
properties had fallen into developer 
Lilybrook’s hands after receiving the 
letter. 

This, of course, is just on paper as 
the extra money is only to be paid if 
planning permission is given. That 
was five months ago. 

However, on close inspection of the 
new plans, now minus the flats, 
these seven extra properties did not 
show up. 

The reason being that once 
planning permission has been given 
either the whole site could be sold 
on to another developer, or 
reportedly one of Lilybrook’s 
favourite pastimes - the boarding 
up of empty properties which could 
be for the legal six years - it’s called 
land-banking. 

Anyone thinking that this is pure 
speculation, look in the front garden 


of 171 Pegwell Road, the only 
property the developer has bought 
outright. There are 8x4 boards 
ready and waiting. 

This will sound the death knell of 
this historical and beautiful village 
with its tranquility and low crime 
rate and a strong community who 
are unanimous this development is 
completely unacceptable. 

But the horror story goes on as a 
few brave residents who do not wish 
to sell will be left trapped and 
isolated by these empty properties 
- the community is behind them 
every inch of the way. 

There are two words that spring 
to mind in this saga - bullying and 
intimidation. 

Not once has Lilybrook 
Developments approached this 
community to see how it feels 
because as someone said at the 
residents meeting it’s a huge game 
to the developers. 

They deal in human misery, 
destruction of neighbourhoods 
purely for greed and the desire to 
always get their own way. Nothing to 
do with local plans or Government 
directives - these are twisted to suit. 

This email is from a group of 
senior citizens with the help of 
research from my son, who feels this 
community, like others across 
Thanet, is being desecrated. 

Life savings being put into homes 
by so many people only to find 
developers move in and spoil what 
pleasure they have, and then they 
have to fight to try to save it. 

So, Thanet District Council, is this 
how you want your honest hard¬ 
working council taxpayers to be 
treated? We all have two options: 
vote at the next council elections, or 
fight to the bitter end!

HARTSDOWN Technology College is 
stepping up its efforts to make the inter¬ 
net a safer place for its students.

Mr Hamson, formely a deputy head for 
more than six years at Ellington before 
moving on to a head-teacher role at 
Hereson, said: “I have a deep affection 
for both schools, their individual histor¬ 
ies, future places in education in Thanet, 
and I admire the genuine commitment 
they dedicate to the pupils in their care.” 

The council has proposed merging the 
two schools in 2009 - a proposal the new 
head supports. 

Mr Hamson said: “My decision to 
accept the new role simply has the aim 
to provide both schools with a consistent 
continuity of single-sex education until 
the future is decided.” 


ST GEORGE’S Church of England 
Foundation School is to have a multi¬ 
million-pound transformation. 

Families of students at the school and other 
people who live nearby were invited along to 
the evening to find out about the plans last 
night. 

An open exhibition was held at the school, 
where detailed plans of the timescale and pro¬ 
posals were on show. 

The school is intent on bolstering its IT 
facilities and plans a 90 per cent rebuild to 
host the latest technology.

He added: “The 
school at the moment is very spread out in six 
or seven different buildings, but this should 
bring us all one under one roof so movement 
will take place within the building.” 

The Broadstairs school’s plans are part of 
the Building Schools For The Future pro¬ 
gramme and work is expected to commence in 
summer 2008 and be completed in 2010. 

The school is also having a new sports hall 
built to meet Sport England standards as the 
present one does not conform to the size 
required, Mr Rumblo said. 

The county council’s cabinet member for 
education operations, resources and skills, 
Mark Dance, said: “The Building Schools For 
The Future programme marks the start of a 
new era for education in the county. 


“Students at Saint George’s and the sur¬ 
rounding community will benefit from vibrant 
new facilities and I am pleased people came 
along to find out all about the plans and ask 
questions.” 

Graham Badman, managing director for 
children, families and education, said: “The 
combination of legislation that creates multi¬ 
agency services to support children and fami¬ 
lies, together with a massive injection of capi¬ 
tal through the BSF programme, has the 
capacity to change the shape and outcomes of 
education in a way unimaginable even 10 
years ago.” 

Mr Badman added: “I’m delighted by the 
plans for Saint George’s C of E Foundation 
School, but this is much more than a building 
project. 

“It predicates new modes of learning and a 
curriculum that will prepare pupils for life in 
the 21st century.”

Acoustic performance 
awaits you on the ether

WITH heartfelt lyrics and intricate 
guitar work, do-it-yourself singer- 
songwriter Jon Woode has created 
quite a stir from his garden shed. 

Loosely described as folk, Woode’s varied 
style has invited comparisons with Nick 
Drake, receiving rave reviews for his latest 
album Into The Wildness. 

The Ether - our broadband TV channel 
www.yourkenttv.co.uk’s new showcase for the 
county’s musical talent - this week features 
two songs performed by the acoustic artist. 

He said: “I found it hard trying to pigeon¬ 
hole myself into a few genres when I will prob¬ 
ably not stick to them. I write in whatever 
style or genre I have running through me at 
that particular moment. 

“I don’t like the idea of being restricted in 
creativity, I don’t set out to write a song in a 
certain style, I just write it as it comes. I love 
the old-fashioned sounds, songs and record¬ 
ings and also love to hear the new. I am not a 
lover of highly produced music and only wish 
to record the true music that I create.” 

Despite using a bespoke Atkin guitar, hand- 
built by Canterbury luthier Alistair Atkin, 
Woode makes a point of using simple record¬ 
ing techniques to maintain a raw edge. 

He said: “I am not really into the over¬ 
produced sounds that flood our air waves. My 
first album was just a diary of songs, first 
takes recorded by me on a Tascam Pocket 
Studio 5 using only the built-in mic. I have 
moved on since then, but not far. I now have a 
Tascam eight-track and a nice Rode K2 mic. 

“Although the equipment is a lot better than 
it was, it is still very basic and the studio I’ve 
built in my garden has no sound-proofing and 


is shared with my wife’s easel and paintings. 

“Hopefully this will all go towards capturing 
a sound that is a realistic version of what I do 
and will be an album I’m happy to put out.” 

Woode performs live at various festivals and 
acoustic nights around the county, with not¬ 
able appearances at Lounge On The Farm 
near Canterbury, and the city’s muso-haven 
Orange Street Music Club. As well as formal 


gigs, he also enjoys the odd appearance at 
open mic nights, including the renowned ses¬ 
sions at The Barge in Gillingham. 

His love of folk music stemmed from five 
years spent in north Cornwall, where he lived 
and performed prior to moving to Kent. 

Woode is currently working on his new 
album, Fields Of The Senses, which is expect¬ 
ed in the summer.

THE magical talent of trag¬ 
ic star Eva Cassidy is the 
subject of acclaimed musi¬ 
cal Over The Rainbow.

Her first commercial 
recording was made with 
Chuck Brown, who met 
her through Biondo. 

Originally he wanted her 
to record one duet for 
inclusion on his next 
album, but the pair ended up

releasing an entire album of duets. 

Over the next few years Cassidy 
became a popular performer in 
Washington, winning a number of 
awards for her fantastic interpreta¬ 
tions of popular songs. 

She eventually released a live 
album, recorded at the city’s Blues 
Alley, but remained virtually un¬ 
known outside her home town. 

In July 1996 
she noticed an 
ache in her 
hips and 
was diag¬ 
nosed with 


melanoma. Despite having treat¬ 
ment, she died at the family home on 
November 2 at the age of 33. 

Six months later, a compilation of 
her recordings was released as the 
CD Songbird. It remained in relative 
obscurity for two years until Terry 
Wogan played two of her tracks on 
his BBC Radio 2 show following a 
recommendation from his producer. 

The reaction to Cassidy’s versions 
of Somewhere Over The Rainbow 
and Fields Of Gold was immediate, 
with a camcorder video of her singing 
live at Blues Alley being shown on 
the BBC show Top of the Pops 2. 

Songbird climbed to the top of the 
UK album charts and since then her 
posthumously-released recordings 
have sold some six million copies. 

This poignant and moving musical 
has been a hit all over the UK and 
Ireland, as well as winning Best 
Production Of The Year in Holland.

THERE are some things in life that 
really can make your jaw hit the floor. 

Images of deep space taken from 
the Hubble Space Telescope and, 
more amazingly, my pal Pete who last 
week managed to form a coherent 
sentence after necking more than 10 
pints of Stella Artois.

Uma finds her

FOR most women, finding and set¬ 
tling down with your one true love 
can be a soul-searching, life-long 
activity that you only hope ends in 
success. 

But for Uma Thurman in her latest movie 
role, finding a husband is a bit like catching a 
bus: you spend forever waiting for the right 
one to show up, and then two arrive at once. 

The Accidental Husband, Uma’s latest foray 
into the world of rom-com, sees the 6ft beauty 
playing Dr Emma Lloyd, a pragmatic but 
uptight radio relationship expert and talk- 
show host who’s engaged to the affable and 
ever-so-English Michael (Colin Firth) when 
she discovers that - on paper - she’s already 
betrothed to some guy named Patrick. 

While the so-called ‘love doctor’ might spend 
her days dispensing advice to the lonely and 
bewildered women of New York, when it 
comes to knowing what real love is, she does 
not have a clue. 

After carelessly advising one caller to ditch 
her hubby-to-be, Emma finds herself the vic¬ 
tim of a spurned and hot-headed fireman 
(played by Grey’s Anatomy star Jeffrey Dean 
Morgan), who decides the only way to cure his 
broken heart is to hack into city records and 
make Emma already married - to him. 

“Emma is at the height of her career and 
she’s about to be married to a great guy,” 
explains Uma, looking gorgeous in a black suit 
and plunging gold top for the London premi¬ 
ere of the film (which she rode to in a London 
fire engine). 

“She thinks she has it all and then this ‘acci¬ 
dental husband’ comes in and wrecks every¬ 
thing. I just love the vulnerability of someone 
who thinks she knows everything and then 
gets taught the lesson of her life. And I could

“I loved everything about this script, from 
the title, to the set-up of the plot, to the dia¬ 
logue.

Uma’s own love life has been in and out of 
the newspapers after her six-year marriage to 
her Gattaca co-star Ethan Hawke, with whom

While she may have felt some affinity with 
the romantic but confused dove doctor’, Uma 
downplays the importance of advice and finds it 
more important to make decisions for yourself. 

“I don’t think anyone takes advice,” she says, 
sporting a mysterious blue-stoned ring on her 
wedding finger. “Everyone just needs to talk 
about their issues. They don’t actually ever 
want to take advice, but it’s a great launching 
point for gossip.”

Cruising tour is

YOU might not imagine celebrated 
Italian film director Federico 
Fellini to be automatically associ¬ 
ated with cruising - but the pres¬ 
ence of the great man looms large 
on the giant 85,000-tonne Costa 
Atlantica superliner. 

Our cabin was on Deck Eight And A Half, 
named after one of Fellini’s most famous films. 
The deck directly below, Ginger and Fred, 
recalled a Fellini TV movie and other deck 
names inspired by his movies include La 
Strada, Roma and La Dolce Vita. 

Once on board, the link begins to make 
sense, for the bold interior design of Costa 
Atlantica blends classical Italy with more con¬ 
temporary ideas. The lobby space, spanning 
eight decks, feels a bit like a cathedral at sea. 

The other eye-catching feature about Costa, 
which really moved into mainstream cruising 
when the founding Italian family sold out to 
Carnival and Airtours (the UK operator no 
longer with us) back in 1997, is the prices. 

While Costa has dramatically upgraded the 
quality of its fleet, value for money remains a 
strong point and some of its cruise-only prices 
come in under £100 per day. Money saved is 
often splashed out on luxury spa facilities 
which are another Costa hallmark. 

For our voyage to the Norwegian Fjords, we 
found our own way to Amsterdam as an

overnight stay in this delightful Dutch city 
made the ideal curtain-raiser to our voyage. 

Ahead of us lay some ports with a rich nau¬ 
tical history - Bergen, Hellesylt, Geiranger, 
Alesund in Norway; Torshavn on the Faroes, 
Akureyri and Reykjavik in Iceland, even the 
remote Scottish ports of Lerwick and 
Invergordon - before Amsterdam again. 

Although Costa claims to promote ‘Cruising 
Italian Style’, its passengers are drawn main¬ 
ly from Western Europe. English is quite 
rarely heard and often squeezed out by 
Italians, Spaniards, French and Germans. 

Although cabin space on board Costa 


ice cool 

Atlantica isn’t vast, no fewer than 620 of its 
999 cabins have private balconies. Dotted 
around a dozen decks, you’ll also find three 
restaurants, 12 bars, a three-deck theatre, 
casino, disco and more. Not to mention three 
swimming pools (one with a retractable roof), 
a water-chute and four jacuzzis. 

The itinerary was fascinating and included 
gorgeous Geiranger and a tom- to the top of 
Mount Dalsnibba: the midnight sun was 
another attraction. 

Despite her vast size, Atlantica navigated 
her way through some tight twists and turns 
in locations only usually heard of on weather 
warnings: Bailey, South East Iceland, Fair Isle 
and Faroes. 

The volcanic basalt of the Faroe Islands is 
thought to be 60 million years old. We docked 
at Torshavn, supposedly named after Thor, the 
Norse god of thunder. 

The skies were certainly not something we 
were used to. During summer, it’s traditional 
for the Faroese to climb a 2,500m mountain to 
experience sunset and sunrise with just an 
hour in between. 

Iceland, first colonised by Irish monks in 
870AD, is a joy of glacial activity, volcanoes 
and memories of Viking sagas. We were then 
thrilled by Dimmuborgir with its lava forma¬ 
tions, followed by the geothermal field of hot 
springs at Hevrir with its’ belching mud pools. 

The price was worth it just for the sky near 
Surtsey, a volcanic island and the southern¬ 
most point of Iceland. Photographing the 
striped red and yellow display, I lingered on 
our balcony - it would have been an insult to 
the sky to sleep.

Remortgage figures 
on the increase 

ABOUT half of all mortgage activity last 
month resulted from home-owners seek¬ 
ing remortgages, it has emerged follow¬ 
ing recent studies. 

The figures will fuel concern of a slow¬ 
down in the housing market, particularly 
among first-time buyers. 

Figures from the British Bankers’ 
Association, drawing on data from all 
major UK banks, show an increase in 
both new mortgage approvals and 
remortgaging. 

The study is the most extensive of its 
kind undertaken and widely regarded as 
a barometer for the housing market. 

There was a 17 per cent rise in remort¬ 
gages, with 79,016 home-owners refi¬ 
nancing their properties. 

Remortgage activity now makes up 49 
per cent of all activity, the highest propor¬ 
tion since the BBA began collecting data 
in 1997. 

But mortgage approvals were still up 
on the month before, rising to 44,288. 

BBA director of statistics David Dooks 
said: “Higher gross mortgage lending in 
January largely reflected very strong 
remortgaging activity, as borrowers 
sought out the best deals available.” 

France and Spain 
lose out to Austria 

AUSTRIA is gaining prominence as a 
destination for a second home because 
properties are often cheaper and easier 
to buy than in other European countries. 

The central European state is gaining 
ground at the expense of more tradition¬ 
al areas such as France and Spain. 

Also surging ahead in popularity are 
the emerging eastern European destina¬ 
tions of Latvia, Estonia, Lithuania and 
Slovenia. 

Experts say the Austrian property 
market is experiencing a change as it 
moves away from providing for holiday¬ 
makers and enters the second-home 
market. Prices in the country have 
remained stable in recent years and the 
number of homes changing hands each 
year is relatively low. 

However, new EU regulations have 
made mortgages more readily available, 
encouraging buyers from abroad. 

Property prices in Austria are now ris¬ 
ing at between six and seven per cent a 
year and the country has been included 
in the fist of 20 best locations to secure 
positive returns by the BBC’s A Place In 
The Sun show.

WHILE much of the UK recorded a 
monthly fall in new home prices in 
January, conditions could be ideal 
for bargain hunters. 

According to property specialist Smart 
NewHomes.com, developer incentives and 
competitive prices mean now is an ideal time 
for new home buyers to secure a bargain 
ahead of anticipated price rises in the spring. 

The South East and London remain the 
most expensive areas in which to buy, but 
property in Scotland is also increasing in value 
ahead of the rest of the country 

The new homes market typically suffers 
from a slow start to the year and the 0.5 per 
cent fall in average prices recorded in January 
is no cause for alarm, say experts. 

However, while average prices over the last 
quarter have flattened, they are expected to 
pick up as more buyers return to the market 
with renewed confidence - fuelled by interest 
rate cuts expected over the coming months. 

David Bexon, of SmartNewHomes.com, said: 

“Despite a slow start to the year, prices are 
likely to pick up as buyer confidence returns, 
fuelled in part by a series of further interest 
rate cuts which I would expect to see as early 
as March. However, the current dip in prices 
across the new homes market makes now an 
excellent time to buy.” 

Other experts do not share the optimism. 

Capital Economics, the consultancy led by one 
of the City’s leading economists, Roger Bootle, 
has long been predicting that the UK house 
price boom will come to an end. 

This past year, studies indicated that prices 
would rise by only 3.5 per cent, and as it turns 
out, they could be on target. But citing a slow¬ 
ing economy, expensive prices, stricter lending 
and more mortgage defaults, Capital 
Economics has revised predictions for 2008. 

The consultancy’s Ed Stansfield said: “We 
expect house prices to fall 5 per cent next year 
and a further 8 per cent in 2009, wiping out 
the gains of the last 18 months. 

“The long-overdue housing market correc¬ 
tion now appears to be under way.” BUYING: Mixed opinion on house prices sees some experts suggesting now is the time to buy; others are more cautious

LEXUS wants to inject a more potent 
image into its Lexus IS compact execu¬ 
tive saloon series, which tends to be 
overshadowed by German rivals. 

Toyota’s luxury arm has unveiled a 
potent V8 version due here in April and 
dubbed the IS-F in a clear effort to 
attack the BMW M3, Mercedes C55 
AMG and Audi S4 performance flag¬ 
ships. Apart from a pronounced V8 'bur¬ 
ble’ the car will stand out with distinc¬ 
tive styling such as double vertically 
stacked twin exhausts. 


IS the Corsa VXR a muscular ath¬ 
lete or muscle-bound lout? 

A pumped-up bodykit and fat alloys suggest 
the latter, but a spell behind the wheel argues 
the former. 

But is the question irrelevant when most of 
the turbocharged pocket rocket’s fans are too 
young to afford to buy, run and insure it? 

It might be a small hatchback, but it costs 
£15,625; enthusiastic use of its 189bhp and 0- 
60mph in less than seven seconds decimates 
the official 35.8mpg average; and the insur¬ 
ance is group 16. 

Those who actually can afford to run such a 
car are likely to prefer something more grown¬ 
up or wearing a classier or trendier badge. 

On the other hand, is it that the car’s really 
a 'halo model’ drawing attention to the overall 
Corsa line-up and especially, the cheaper and 
more civilized yet still racy Corsa SRi with 
VXR accoutrements? 

Probably, but the VXR still deserves judge¬ 
ment on its own merits. It certainly looks the 
part with showy alloys and body kit, although 
the dumpy rear looks like a crouching sumo

wrestler with its wheel arch vents and dif¬ 
fuser. The interior is smart thanks to alloy 
highlights and fabulous Recaro front seats - 
these might not give much, but the contoured 
comfort is startling. 

Climb past the Recaros - their wide shoul¬ 
ders make this harder than standard Corsa 
seats - and you also have enough rear space to 
imagine some young dads persuading 'er 
indoors that it really is a “good motor for the 
family, luv”. 

Couple this with decent ride quality and 
cruising refinement and the VXR is a hot 
hatchback that you really can live with on a 
long journey, yet it also 'walks the talk’ to go 
with its looks. 

The car has tenacious grip without unneces¬ 
sarily hard suspension, plus good steering 
feedback and a tidy flat cornering stance. 

The impressive engine power also feeds effi¬ 
ciently to the road without the steering wheel 
fight of the bigger Astra VXR, and links well 
with a well-spaced and slick six-speed gear¬ 
box. 

Pumped up it might be, but the Corsa VXR 
is no lout.

BUSINESSES in the county offer¬ 
ing company car and fuel benefits 
to staff need to urgently evaluate 
their current policy before April, 
according to a leading firm of 
chartered accountants. 

The Pre-Budget Report shake-up of 
employee car fuel benefit will take effect from 
April 6, which could see some people’s compa¬ 
ny car tax bill rise by almost a quarter. 

But wise employees should ensure sensible 
management of their tax allowance, while 
experts can advise the best way to maximise 
benefits. 

To avoid the tax increases, bosses need to 
look at only providing company cars for part of

the year and giving staff a mileage allowance 
for business travel instead of fuel benefits. 

Richard Marshall, tax specialist at HW 
Chartered Accountants, said: “The car fuel 
benefit is set to increase considerably from 
April 6 this year and many workers will be 
clobbered with a hefty tax rise. 

“With such large increases expected, 
employers need to sit down with staff now and 
determine whether they would be better off 
providing their own fuel and claiming a 
mileage allowance for business travel. 

“In most circumstances, workers would be 
best off doing this as to make car fuel benefit 
financially efficient after April private mileage 


needs to be high - as much as 10,000 to 12,000 
miles per year.” 

Car fuel benefit occurs when employers pro¬ 
vide fuel cards, credit cards or vouchers to cover 
the total cost of private and business mileage. 

And because each case is unique there is no 
blanket advice for everyone. 

Mr Marshall added: ‘Working out car fuel 
benefit is complex and changes for individual 
employees due to differing levels of benefit. 

“There are ways to help reduce an employ¬ 
ee’s car tax bill that we can advise on, such as 
only making a company car available for part 
of the year or only making fuel available for 
business travel.”
